The Firemen's Featival held In An 
tlocli last Thursday was a great auc- 
CGBS and added greatly to help pay 
for the newly purchased fire truck, 
■which la the finest engine made. The 
large crowd which started gathering 
flhortly after noon remained all dur- 
ing the program. 

The water light which opened the 
Festival shortly after one o'clock, 
■wag composed of all local firemen, 
J. Dunn, P. Besch and Frank Span- 
ggard composed one team and wore 
opposed by Fred Sorenacn, Fred 
Drown and J. Horan. After twenty 
mluntes of struggle to see which 
side force the other hack with the 
aid of hose ahooting a 45-lb., stream 
the fight was called to a halt with 
the honors even. 

Following the water flght the auto- 
niobllG alow race was held with seven 
contestants participated, Nason Sib- 
ley was the only entry to flnlah. The 
rules of the race provided that the 
driver must run his car In high speed 
only, and that as soon as a ablft In 
gears was made the entry waa die- 
qualified, or If a stop waa made the 
driver waa not allowed to atart Uie 
car again. The race started at the 
Opera House block and the course 
was to Depot street and back to the 
atartlng point. The car going ,tho 
slowest winning. Only two cara 
reached Depot street, that being Sib- 
ley and Mrs. O. W, Kettolhut. Mrs. 
Ketttlhut waa aeveral hundred feet 
in the rear, but on the return "kill- 
ed" the engine and left Sibley alone 
. to flnlah. Eight minutes and 30 sec- 
onds wore required to go the abort 
distance. 

The Obstacle race proved the fea- 
ture of the afternoon. Large Ice 
cream tuba were placed In the street 
at various points of disadvantage to 
the driver of an automobile, and the 
one that could go between these tubs 
■without touching any of them In the 
quickest time waa the winner. Emll 
Stelzkel won this event, the time be- 
ing one niluuto and 30 aeconds. More 
than twenty persons In various kinds 
of machines participated In this 
event.
